Coleman Rodeo 
To Be Held Inly 7th 


Kovach Paints Bright 
Picture For 'Pass Area 


When Blairmore Board of Trade 
held its regular monthly meeting 
at the Turtle Mountain Play¬ 
grounds at Prank Thursday eve¬ 
ning, William Kovach, M L A, 
gave an address on the industrial 
possibilities of the Crows Nest Pass 
and what could be done to assist 
its development. 

First, Mr. Kovach outlined the 
work being done by the local spe¬ 
cial unemployment committee, 
formed over a year ago by local 
men who foresaw the need for 
taking action when the big lay¬ 
off came to the Pass mines. Mr. 
Kovach pointed out that through 
the efforts of this committee 
heavy unemployment was relieved 
to an almost 100 per cent employ¬ 
ment picture. This was accomp¬ 
lished by co-operation with the 
government which favored local 
help during the construction of 
the new No. 3 highway; rip-rap¬ 
ping of rivers in the area; a for¬ 
estry program of "learing debris 
from forestry roads and repairing 
culverts, etc., and also some work 
was done in the L.I.D. numbers 
10 and 27. 

While describing the efforts of 
the special unemployment com¬ 
mittee, Mr. Kovach said more 
work would be done north of 
Lundbreck this year on the road 
being built in that area as an al¬ 
ternate route to Calgary. The 
road would shorten the distance 
between this area and Calgary and 
would come out near High River. 
He had requested a special $50,000 
grant from the government for 
this work to be done this year. 
He also stated hard surfacing 
of roads would be done in the im¬ 
provement districts in west Cole¬ 
man, Hillerest and Bellevue. The 
possibility of a nursei> for start¬ 
ing seedling trees for this area 
was also being considered by the 
government. 

Mr. Kovach spoke on the coal 
industry stating that when the 
layoff had come in the Pass that 
a fund of $100,000 had been set 
up by the government, called the 
miners’ rehabilitation fund. Of 
this amount there was still $35,000 
left which was being used to sub¬ 
sidize transportation by bus to 
B.c. mines for miners in the 
Crow’s Nest Pass. Mr. Kovach 
also stressed the fact that al¬ 
though there was a drop in pro¬ 
duction of some five million tons 
of coal in Canada and the imports 
from the United States had in¬ 
creased by almost the same fig¬ 
ure. He stated that although the 
oil industry had no doubt cut into 
the coal markets there were more 
factors that were detrimental to 
the industry than this. Despite 
the belief that coal was on the 
way out, Mr. Kovach was of the 
firm opinion that coal production 
would be on the increase if not 
for fuel for coking purposes and 
for the steel industries. - 

Mr. Kovach pointed out some 
of the factors that were hindering 
industry from settling in the Pass: 
Lack of proper schools, taxation 
problems, no sewer facilities, which 
he felt would be overcome if this 
area would consider a county sys¬ 
tem. While discussing the coun¬ 
ties that had been set up in other 
areas, Mr. Kovach pointed out 
the benefits that these commun- 


ieties were now enjoying. For ex¬ 
ample, he referred to the County 
of Peace River that had mush¬ 
roomed from a population of 2,000 
to 5,000 and now had a plywood 
factory, lumbering industry, re¬ 
finery and there is now the possi¬ 
bility of a petro-chemical plant 
being set up there. He also stated 
they had modern schools and 
even an old citizen’s home where 
inmates were comfortably treated 
at -a cost of 40 cents per person 
per day. This last feature, he 
stated, was brought about by co¬ 
operation on the part of local ser¬ 
vice clubs, board of trade and the 
council. 

In the whole province of Alber¬ 
ta there are only seven towns, 
now including those in the Crow’s 
Nest Pass, not enjoying sewage 
services, said Mr. Kovach, and 
most of these to was accomplished 
these services through loans from 
the government through the Self 
Liquidating Projects Act. 

SMELTER PROJECT 
Mr. Kovach spokebriefly on the 
possibility of a smelter for the 
Crows Nest Pass and indicated 
' that rumors in Edmonton had it 
that the test sample of ore sent 
to Norway this winter had proven 
% highly favorable. Mr. Kovach also 
stated that the ore located north 
of Burmis contained from six to 
14 per cent titanium which at one 
time had proved detrimental to 
smelting, but now had been over¬ 
come. Mr. Kovach indicated that 
titanium was in great demand now' 
and was very scarce so that indus¬ 
try needing this material for air¬ 
craft construction must come to 
the Pass. He also stated there were 
deposits of low grade copper in the 
area, galena and silver and also 
fire clay which would soon be in 
demand. Mr. Kovach also stated 
that he had predicted eight years 
ago that this area would one day 
be “the little Pittsburgh of Al¬ 
berta.” 

The member also stated that 
rivers in. this near vicinity were 
on the list for future hydro power 
development. 

Speaking on oil, Mr. Kovach 
stated that the find at Savanna 
Creek might see the construction 
of a pipeline through the Pass 
area to the Pincher Creek plant. 
He was also highly optimistic of 
the seismograph work being done 
in this area as he stated that oil 
concerns were of he opinion that 
the "big pool of oil” lay in the 
Crow's Nest Pass area. 

During the business portion of 
the meeting it was disclosed that 
a new schedule for membership 
had been drawn up for the com¬ 
ing year. Pees would now be $5 
for business with one to three per¬ 
sons, $10 for business from four 
to fifteen persons and $20 for 
firms with over 16 persons while 
individual membership would re¬ 
main at $2. A membership drive 
is to be put into effect before the 
summer recession.

Local Boy Tours 
Panama Canal 

Following are excerps from a 
letter received by Mr. and Mrs. 
A. Phillips from their soft. Ed 
who is with the Royal Canadian 
Navy. Ed has just returned from 
a cruise through the Panama 
Canal. It is nice to hear from the 
boys who have left Coleman. We 
hope to have more such letters 
to let us know the interesting parts 
of the world these boys are 
visiting. 

Here is the letter in part: 

"We arrived at Anchorage near 
St. Thomas at 10 pm. on the 24th 
and are having manouvers with 
the East Coast ships until Easter. 
The Maggie, Quebec, Micmac, 
Haida, Iriquois and Algonquin are 
here now and the Huron on Cru¬ 
sader are due today so I will prob¬ 
ably see some old friends. Easter 
weekend we go to Charlotte Ameil 
V.I. for four days, then to Car- 
tinga Colombia in South America 
for four days. Balboa, Panama for 
four days, and then to San Diego, 
California. 

It was a wonderful trip through 
the Panama Canal. There are 3 
locks on each side with the water 
coming from a lake in the middle. 
The gravity flow fills the locks. 
Each lock can be filled or emptied 
in 15 minutes. The rate for pas¬ 
sage is $1.00 per ton and the av¬ 
erage traffic is 50 to 60 ships a 
day. The canal is cut through the 
Continental Divide and so passes 
through the Rocky Mountains. Ray 
Vincent is here on the Jonquiere 
and Ian Thompson is on the 
Crescent.

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Bigger lots give gardener 
greater scope for displays 


Most of the new house-building 
has been on much bigger lots, giv¬ 
ing the gardener an opportunity lo 
have real displays of some of the 
gorgeous, showy flowers that the 
plant breeders have brought to 
perfection in ' recent years. For 
such situations, very large beds, 
solidly planted with petunias, zin¬ 
nias, spider plants, cosmos or doz¬ 
ens of other annuals, are most 
suitable. Virtually all of these 
things are easily grown either 
from seed directly sown outdoors 
or transplanted from beds special¬ 
ly prepared and sown just as soon 
as the weather has turned warm 
and there is little danger of any 
more frost. 

Summer cottages, too, can have 
these large massed beds of flowers 
simply by planting a few packets 
of seeds in shallow flats and later 
taking the same to the cottage

National Accounts: Canada's gn 
national product climbed to the 
record figure of $26.0 billion last 
year, up from $24.1 billion for 
1954; in the last 1955 quarter 
was running at a rate of $27.4 
billion. Over half of the year’s 
$2.5 billion rise was due to in¬ 
creases in consumer spending 
(up $1.0 billion) and in residen¬ 
tial construction (up $0.3 bil¬ 
lion). Merchandise exports, gov¬ 
ernment expenditures, plant and 
equipment outlays, larger grain 
crop, inventory accumulation 
were other expansionary factors. 
Net national income in 1955 was 
about 11 percent above 1954. 

International Trade: Canada's in¬ 
ternational transactions in goods 
and services resulted in an in¬ 
creased current account deficit 
of $665 million last year, up $234 
million from $431 million in 
1954. The deficit on commodity 
trade made up $198 million of 
the increase, but three-fourths

There is nothing more striking 
in the larger gardens,, 
the driveway leading to cottage 
or home than these big beds of 
flowers either in solid colors of 
one variety, or of mixtures of va- 
of approximately the 
same height. In these larger beds 
space fairly well to permit 
easy and early cultivation and we 
do not try to rush the season. 

What we are aiming at is a big 
splash of color and a garden, 
which after the first few cultiva¬ 
tions will practically look after it¬ 
self. Solid beds of zinnias, mari¬ 
golds, petunias, nasturtiums, are 
particularly effective and we can 
either single varieties or mix¬ 
tures of about the same mature 
height. This massed planting of 
flowers, is also a good idea to use 
between newly planted shrub¬ 
bery which will not require full 
fqr a year or two.

Short cuts 

The experienced gardener uses 
all sorts of tricks for getting 
ahead of his neighbors. He doesn’t, 
of course, risk all his seed 
plants this way, but just a few 
for extra early results. For 
ample in the vegetable garden he 
may make a few small hills, a 
foot or so in diameter of very rich 
soil. In these he will plant 
melon or cucumber seeds, a few 
early type tomatoes and other 
things. The rich, open soil will at¬ 
tract lots of sun and to increase 
the heat and protect from late 
frosts one may cover with panes 
of glass, or special waxed paper 
or plastic covers which act as 
miniature greenhouses.

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Experiments indicate only animal fat 
among fatty foods injurious to heart 

Scientists studying the role of diet in heart disease at the University of Capetown, 
South Africa, medical school believe that vegetable oil is beneficial and fish oil is even 
better, according to a recent story by Astley Hawkins of Reuters News Agency. 

Evidence of a link between fatty 


foods and heart disease already 
has been found by research work¬ 
ers in various parts of the world, 
but the experiments carried out 
here indicate that only animal fat 
Is harmful.

A survey made by the clinical 
nutrition research unit at the 
medical school of the frequency of 
heart disease among the different 
race groups in South Africa show¬ 
ed that the incidence of the dis¬ 
ease is highest among Europeans, 
less frequent among the colored 
(mixed-blood) people and rare 
among Africans. 

The incidence corresponded di¬ 
rectly with the animal fat con¬ 
sumption of the different groups. 
Research findings 

One widely-held theory about the 
causes of heart disease is that ex¬ 
cess fat in the blood tends to col¬ 
lect on the walls of arteries and 
obstruct the blood flow. 

After completing its survey into 
the racial groups, the Capetown 
unit investigated the difference in 
the effect of animal and vegetable 
fats. Using volunteers, the 
search workers found that only 
animal fat raised the fat level in 
the blood. 

Then they discovered that vege¬ 
table oils appear to have a coun¬ 
teracting effect on the animal fat 
diet. When a volunteer was fed 
boiled or poached eggs, his blood 
fat level went up, as expected, be¬ 
cause ofv, the animal fat in the 
eggs. But when the egg was fried 
in certain vegetable oils, such as 
sunflower oil, the blood fat level 
came down again. 

This was followed by a second 
discovery—that fish were even 
more effective in keeping down the 
amount of harmful fat in the 
blood. Pilchard oil was used in the 
experiments, but apparently other 
fish oils are similar. 

.Support of this theory concern¬ 


ing the dietary value of fish may 
be found in the fact that the Jap¬ 
anese, a fish-eating people, have a 
long life spaa Also, on the Baltic 
coast of Finland, Where the diet 

largely fish, there is less heart 
disease than in the areas of the 
country which border Sweden, 
where meat is the main food. 

The general conclusion to be 
drawn from these experiments, 
says Dr. Bronte Stewart, a physi- 
who took a leading part in 
this research, seems to be the us¬ 
ual story of man’s diet being un¬ 
balanced by over-interference with 
nature. 

In all the technologically ad¬ 
vanced countries, cattle are scien¬ 
tifically fattened to make them 
tender for eating and poultry 
fed concentrated foods to provide 
more eggs for the people. Man is 
consequently eating more animal 
fats than he used to. 

Vegetable fats are often treated 
by hydrogenation to make them 
more attractive and palatable, but 
this treatment changes the nature 
of the fat so that it loses its pos¬ 
sible protective action. 

In making bread and wheat cer¬ 
eals, the germ oil often is remov¬ 
ed to make the products look at¬ 
tractive. Vegetable oils refined^ in 
this way, instead of being eaten, 
go to industry to be used in the 
production of paint and plastics. 

The habit of a fish course in 
meals, too, is less common than 
it used to be.

Don't waste the off-season 


Most hockey and basketball 
players are getting ready to pack 
up their gear for another season. 
How many of them realize just 
how much they can improve their 
skills by taking part in the right 
kinds of activities during the sum¬ 
mer and fall? 

Proper off-season sports can 
help develop the same muscles and 
types of co-ordination and move¬ 
ment that you use in hockey and 
basketball. They’ll also be a con¬ 
ditioner that can help you go 
through next season with greater 
power and stamina. You will be 
able to get into condition quicker 
and you’ll tire less easily during 
the season. 

The best off-season activity for 
the budding basketball or hockey 
star is track and field—especially 
the short sprints and the broad 
Jump. These events develop that 
all-important leg drive. Such 
events as the half mile and mile 
help improve general condition and 
stamina, and train you to force 
yourself to greater effort—a habit 
every athlete should have. 

Other good games to play are 
tennis, soccer and lacrosse. These 
all increase your co-ordination and 
balance. 

Goalkeepers in hockey should 
play things like table tennis, bad¬ 
minton or handball which demand 
quick action of hand and foot and 
will train your eyes and improve 
your powers of close concentra¬ 
tion.

Take If Easy 

So you've got your licence, Bill. 
You're only sixteen and over-night, 
you've been accepted into the 
Automobile Age. It’s a fine feel¬ 
ing, isn’t it? It’s like growing up 
very suddenly. 

Your dad tells me you're a re¬ 
markably good driver. Bill. Most 
teenagers these days seem to show 
a kind of natural affinity to mech¬ 
anical things. They seem at home 
almost from the first moment they 
slide behind the wheel. 

'He thinks he can trust you on 
your own. You’ll be given the car 
when ever he doesn’t need it. 

But one thing worries him, Bill. 
Like every parent he’s seen those 
young people who transform a 
motor car into a misguided missle. 
It’s usually when they’ve a load of 
pals aboard. They want to show 
off and so they speed; they take 
those chances; they drive with 
a flair, a sort of expert reckless¬ 
ness that so often leads to high¬ 
way homicide. 

So your dad asked me to write 
a few good words about what we 
think good driving is all about, 
Bill. We hope you’ll give us about 
three minutes of your valuable 
time. 

Don’t pose at the wheel, Bill. 
That looks silly to adults and I've 
a hunch it looks silly to younger 
people as well. You've seen those 
creeps who get scrunched up in 
one corner with their elbow all 
stuck out the window and a look 


on their faces as if they were a 
Space Cadet taking off for the 
moon. They’re the kind who like 
to hear that musical squeel of 
rubber around a Corner. They like 
the surge of a lot of horsepower, 
as if they were personally gener¬ 
ating it. 

I Wish you would watch a test 
driver, the real professional, at 
the wheel of his own car. He sits 
square in behind the wheel in a 
comfortable, straight-backed po¬ 
sition. He never speeds. He has 
full command over his car at all 
times. His passengers relax. He is 
ready for the unexpected. And 
that’s the measure of a good 
driver. 

I remember when I was cover¬ 
ing police, Bill. I went to a lot of 
accidents. You know what they 
call the ambulance? They call. it 
“the meat wagon.” You just would 
not 'believe what a car can do to 
the human body. 

And I remember onde a boy of 
17 or 18 standing looking down at 
the torn, lifeless 'body of a child 
who had stepped out from between 
two parked cars. 

The young driver’s car had a 
fox-tail on the hood and a kewpie- 
doll hanging down by the driver’s 
seat. 

I could guess the way he drove. 

“I never had a chance,” he kept 
saying. But the skid marks told the 
story. He’d been going too fast. 
He wasn’t ready for the unexpect¬ 
ed. One life was gene and another 
ruined. 

What you've got to remember 
Bill, is that this licence put a 
whole lot of responsibility on you. 
You’re in charge now of what may 
be either a pleasure and conven¬ 
ience or a highly lethal weapon. 

I don’t have the figures for 
Canada available, but in those 
United States in 1953 this power¬ 
ful toy killed 38,500 and injured 
2440,000. Last year it killed 35,- 
000 and injured 1,960,000. That’s 
a lot of heartbreak and a lot of 
pain. 

Three-quarters of that toll was 
caused by excessive speed, failure 
to grant the right of way and driv¬ 
ing on the wrong side of the road. 
In other words, bad driving. In 
the statistics they call it “driver 
attitude” and in every age it’s bad. 
Yours just happens to be the 
group in which the beginning can 
be right or wrong. 

So take it easy, Bill. If you are 
driving, 'be admired as an expert. 
Don’t let them talk you into “see¬ 
ing what she’ll do.” Don’t let 
them encourage you to show off 
that power by passing on a hill 
or beating the stop light. Don’t 
let the auto take command of you. 

Most of all, Bill, take it easy for 
the sake of your dad and the trust 
lie’s put in you.

Prices for high grade forage 
crop seed higher this year 


REGINA.—The 1956 spring forage crop program spon¬ 
sored by the plant industry branch of the provincial depart¬ 
ment of agriculture has been announced. 

The program, which was started 
in 1947 to encourage farmers to 
improve pastures, build feed -re¬ 
serves and protect soils, will again 
offer high grade seed to interested 
parties at cost. Charges for bag¬ 
ging, handling and shipping are j 
borne by the department. Prices; 
this year will be slightly higher j 
than in 1955. 

Twenty-six thousand orders for | 
about four and a half million | 
pounds of grass seed have been j 
filled by the branch, since the pro¬ 
gram’# inception, from which 450,- 
000 acres in the province have 
been seeded to forage crops. The 
best yeaf was experienced in 1955 
when 5,400 orders for 800,000 
pounds of seed went out to Sask¬ 
atchewan farmers and stockmen. 

In that record year alone, enough 
seed to sow 94,000 acres was sent j
